DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


On the Town- Carnegie Hall Playhouse-889-7th Av 1/15. 
5 pro and 2 con- News, Post-filed on revival of 1944 musical 
by Betty Comden-Adolph Green-Leonard Bernstein presented 
by Nancy Nugent Crawford-Ulysses Productions, Harold Lang, 
Pat Carroll featured in cast directed by Gerald Freedman, with 
dances staged by Joe Layton. Affirmative voters had diverse, 
though mild, criticisms on show and cast. Gelb, Times, enjoyed 
the pleasant revival of the lively, tuneful and pretty consistently 
amusing show, but felt only Pat Carroll was better than agreeable. 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, thinks show still stands as one of the most 
original, inventive and irrestibly charming of all US musicals, and 
he also noted that Comden-Green jests are only completely brought 
to life byCarroll. Both critics praised ingenious sets of Jac Venza. 
Coleman, Mirror, highlighted lively direction of Freedman in en- 
joyable production, though he thought opening night prices of $5.65 
steep for Off Broadway. McClain, Journal American, approved 
current cast in the still appealing show, but thought it revealed 
how authors have grown, for some of the humor dated and some 
of the music callow. Aston, World Telegram & Sun, filed a rave 
for Carroll, and entire production, noting that she should never 
be unemployed again. Negative voters blamed material more 
than present production for their feelings. McHarry, News, ad- 
mitted show never caught fire for him. What seemed urgent in 
1944 today seems shallow and unlikely, though lyrics are still 
fresh and the score stands up well. He did enjoy dancing of 
Wisa D'Orso and marked Joe Bova as a boy who will go far. 
Watts, Post, rated production pleasant, well done but thought 
the show itself no longer lived up to its critical devotees loving 
recollections, It is a victim of its author's subsequent progress. 


Many Loves- Living Theatre-530 Sixth Ave 1/13. 1 pro- 
Times- and 2 con- Herald Tribune, Post- filed on William Carlos 
Williams new verse drama presented as first production of Liv- 
ing Theatre in its new playhouse, staged by Julian Beck. Atkinson, 
Times, rated new play by 75 year old poet-doctor original in form, 
exhilarating in content and alive with knowledge about human beings 
Critic admits form of avant-garde play was not exactly clear, but 
the descriptions of character are invariably absorbing and the act- 
ing is honest and intelligent. Crist, Herald Tribune, wondered what 
all the fuss was about, for as much as she would like to applaud the 
group for its choice of an untried work and for an original approach 
she simply couldn't. Herridge, Post, felt that play is rambling and 
undirected, a series of unconnected sketches within a weak frame, 
with little to say that can't be said better in a book, Acting and dir- 
ection throughout are earnest without being otherwise notable. Both 


Crist and Herridge noted unusual modernistic water fountain in the 
lobby. 


Anthony and Cleopatra—Hecksher-1230-Fifth Av 1/13. 
4 pros-Times, News, Post, World Telegram & Sun- and 1 con- 
Herald Tribune-filed on concert reading of Shakespeare play 
presented for limited run by NY Shakespeare Festival with 
George C. Scott and Colleen Dewhurst, staged by Joseph Papp. 
Originally scheduled for one week run it will now continue to 
Feb 7, with free tickets available by mail request only. Gelb, 
Times, cheered that production throbs with excitement with 
Dewhurst tops and Scott coming to fore in third act after being 
inaudible at times during the first two, The supporting cast is 
as good as any boasted by a native Shakespeare company, Gelb 
concluded. Watt, News, rated it a passionate and eloquent con- 
cert performance which absorbed the spectator, fascinating 
played, with impressive direction by Papp. Watts, Post, also 
noted that leads at times were inaudible but thought the over- 
all production has theatrical excitement. Aston, WTS, okayed 
knockout production and direction that combined robust demon- 
strations of physical culture, calisthentics and adagio move - 
ments with a concert reading in modern dress, Sole dissenter, 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, blamed Scott for lacking proper shape 
and meaning of his role. His snorts, snarls and whispers are 
spectacular stuff and great fun to watch, but not in this instame 
terribly useful to Shakespeare. 


Finding of theCross- Union Theological Seminary-120Th 
St and Broadway 1/15. Henri Gheon's play,translated by 
Frank de Jonge, presented by a student cast directed by E. 
Martin Browne and Henzie Raeburn given for 4 special per- 
formances approved by Atkinson, Times, The remarkable relig- 
ious play written in 1932 is brought alive with significant move- 
ment and formalized speaking by imaginative direction.

Authors rarely take curtain-calls these days, not even 
on those occasions when a cheering first-night audience sug- 
gests a year's run lies ahead, states "Stage" editorial. It is 
a pity the tradition is dying out, for his appearance on the 
stage invariably lends a certain distinction to an opening 
night and satisfies the curiosity of those sitting in front.Less 
enjoyable traditions are still with the British theatre and likely 
to remain, The sixpenny program is one. It seems iniquitous 
to ask the playgoer to pay for the privilege of discovering the 
identity of the actors,to say nothing of the names of the lead- 
ing gin distillers in the country. 


Tea and coffee trays, another tradition of the English 
playhouse, never fail to astonish visitors from abroad, Brit- 
ish trade journal continues, Once upon a time patrons were 
greeted by ladies in the auditorium, they were called attend- 
ants because it was their mission to wait upon those who 
came to see the play. These erstwhile attendants have now 
become travelling saleswomen. They are far too busy taking 
orders for coffee in the interval, or selling books, music and 
chocolates to bother about conducting the playgoer to his seat. 


The national anthem is another tradition which has long 
been outmoded, "Stage" editorial notes. If it is played before 
the performance it means that people settled cosily in their 
seats have to rise to their feet, clutching hats, overcoats and 
umbrellas, which are still being noisily collected as the cur- 
tain rises. If it is played at the end of the show, it delays 
people getting away to trains and buses and even minutes may 
be precious at that time of night to people who live a consider- 
able distance from the West End and have connections to catch. 
No disrespect is being shown to the Queen when the playing of 
the Anthem is omitted. To play it every night in every theatre 
means that it gets taken for granted, is never listened to and 
can become something of an irritation, Furthermore, how 
could anyone expect an audience to be impressed by the poor 
recordings which are amplified in some theatres?

On the Town is a pleasant disappointment, an adequate 
professional presentation recommended to every theatre fan 
who has not seen the 1944 original. The sets and dancing of 
the current production squeezed on the tiny stage are enchant- 
ing and have the freshness and charm lacking from most of the 
cast that would make the entire proceedings fun and believable. 
Only Joe Bova of the trio of sailors seems to have the proper 
energy required ,the rest are merely adequate. 


* 


Many Loves is an always interesting, stimulating, original 
experimental drama, though acting is never on a dramatic par 
with the writing. The unusual form seems to lose the cast com- 
pletely at the end and what should have been a stinging, fright- 
ening finale is simply lost in the confusion. Over-all the play 
comes nearer to the true purpose of Off Broadway than any - 
thing else current and is an interesting start for the Living 
Theatre in its handsome,comfortable playhouse. 


Opening night reviews are so much a part of our theatre 
that the suggestion, voiced by ''Stage" , that London newspapers 
might run notices of openings two and three days late seems 
evil and illegal to American theatre fans. It is also inconceive- 
able to us who would fill the theatres the second and third eve- 
nings until the reviews, pro or con, were published. Putting 
aside the differences in theatre-going habits in US and England, 
the price of tickets, the convenience of buying tickets at short 
notice, etc., it still seems important to maintain theatre as a 
news event. As such an opening night review should be filed 
in the following day's paper. 


* * 


Blaming the out-of-town theatre fan for not supporting 
road touring companies and planning methods of guarantying 
certain stops whether the audience comes or not is hardly a 
worthwhile solution. Theatre continues to be one of the few 
US enterprises minus an industry-wide promotion and research 
program. Until a wide-scale survey is made into the exact rea- 
sons known theatre fans are staying away from road companies, 
conferences such as the one held this week in NYC seem silly. 


* * 


The birth of many new little theatres in Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago plus the continuing success of many winter stock 
companies throughout the country suggest that a new "Off Broad- 
way" road is being developed . Certainly these new groups will 
encourage and promote enthusiasm for theatre, will train new 
theatre fans, and perhaps will develop a few new actors and dir- 
ectors. As their standards get higher, the standards of the road 
companies will have to improve. 


* * 


The performance of My Fair Lady at the Bronx Veterans 
Adminstration Hospital is a high light in peace-time entertain- 
ment for both the performers involved and the audience. The 
weeks of planning which went into the one performance on the 
cast's day off were worthwhile for the remarkable therapy 
produced, It is to be hoped that this will not be the last peace 
time entertainment provided for such patients. It would be too 
bad if it takes all-out wars to mobilize the theatre industry to 
its necessary place in such work.
